WASHINGTON, Match 20.— The cabinet 


officers today said they felt confident 
that Great Britain will consent to a re- 
newal of tbe modus vivendi of last year, 
or if not, will not interfere or resist the 
effort of thia government to preset ve ita 
Beala pending arbitration. 
Nothing fur- 


ther than what ia published baa been re- 
ceived from Lord Salisbury. 
, . 


When the modus vivendi was nego- 


tiated last year Salisbury said iu the 
lorda, referring to the extermination of 
Reals: "It seems to ua on the whole 
that the proposition ia a reasonable one 
and we Bhould be fully incurring the cen- 
sure, not only of the United States, but 
of the civilized world if, by adhearlng too 
closely to our technical rights, we should 
run a risk of the destruction of the valua- 
ble industry and valuable animal." 
Much speculation in the senate is 


caused by the sudden change of mind 
by Salisbury. 
His ostensible reason for 
a renewal of tbe modus vivendi is the 
representations of commiaaionera sent to 
Alaska to tbe effect that there Is no 
necessity for a renewal. 
The real reasons aro believed by a 
number of senators to be a disposition to 
use his present position to gain a conces- 
sion from the United States upon other 
points of the controversy, each a unset- 
tled claims for damages, to favorably im- 
press Ganada with an apparent disposi- 
tion to heed her demands. .It ia believed 
that these reasons will eo far influence 
Salisbury as to prevent a renewal of tbe 
modus on terms the aame as of last year, 
but not to determine In effect to force or 
protect sealers for actions he declined.

The minds of . a majority of senators 


have been considerably cleared of their 
misapprehension aa to the points in-

United States and Great Britain by dis- 
cussions in executive session the past 
week. 
London newspaper* have suggested 
that it tho United States conaented to 
pay tho damages sustained by seal ves- 
sels the owners In the event ot the arbi- 
trators deciding tbo claim of the United 
States was not well fouuded and 'Lord 
Salisbury would renew the 
modus 


vivondi. 
It ia learned now that as far back as 
last Juno tbe President ~*u£geated that 
the question of liberality of each govern- 
ment lor damages inflicted upon citizens 
or property ho left to the decision of arbi- 
trators. ' 'i'he British government de- 
clined to commit itself to the doctrine 
that it would be responsible for tho 
wrorip action o* persons sealing outside 
their jurisdiction under Ilia British flait. 
The United States government was will-- 
ioK to drop tbe question of damages, but 
insisted that if it be considered tho ques- 
tion submitted should also Include the 
determination of loss inflicted upon the 
United fltates throuRh tha illegal killing 
of ecals by British subjects.

Boon Judge Hanford handed down a de- 
cision la the fatnoun Behring ecu case, 


• which is entitled the United States vs. 
the schooner James G. Swan. 
The schooner w*a Belted on July 20, 
1889,' and waa condemned as forfeited to 
the United States for killing four seals 
in the waters of Alaska in violation of 
the United States' statutei. 
The schooner belonged to an Indian 


named Oheatoqua Feteraon, and he Bent 
her with a crew of Mokoha Indians, un- 
der command of -ft white man. It waa 
claimed by the defense that the criminal 
lawa of the United States can have no 
force on the BC» beyond Gannon shoals 
from the shore, and therefore tbe govern- 
ment has no power to prohibit the killing 
or taking of wild animals In the open 
sea. Hanford B«ys tbe 'national domin- 
ion may be extended over sea aa well as 
land and the determination of all ques- 
tions relative to the extension and niatn- 
tainanca of the national government ia 
with congreBB and tbe President. The 
vessel Is not especially privileged because 
her crew were Indiana. They have only 
tbe aame right as other citizens of tbe 
United States. A decree of forfeiture of 
the vessel ia therefore ordered entered.

AID TO BE IN THE PERSON OF 


DEEMING. 


he Discovery May Lead to the Mur- 


derer Confessing All the White 


Chapel Crimes. 


MICLBOURNK, March 20.— The Argus 
nnonocei tbat Deeming has confessed 
to tbe murder of his wife and four chil- 
ren at Dmhatn villa, Rainfall, near 
ivernool, and that he has also confessed 


to tbe murder and mutilation of the last 
wo women whose bodies were found in 
he purlieus of White Ohapel. 


Deeminjt'fl appearance closely tallioa 


with tho description given the White 


bapel fiend, Jack the Ripper, and al- 
lough he does not admit killing the 
ther White Ohapel victims, it is be- 
oved tbat when he flnda alt hope of OB* 


cape from the clutches of the law ia cut 
Q' ho will confess, not only of those 
murders, but othcra of which the police 


now nothing. 
It transpires that the unfortunate 
woman, wboeo body waa found together 
'itb four children under tbe floor of the 
iainhlll residence, was not Doeming's 
rst wife. 
Some years ago a sensation was cre- 
tod in Australia by tho mysterious dis- 
ppearanco ot the wife and two children 
f a man who then went by the name of 
VilliainB, but who turned out to be 
)e«ming. The family then resided in 
ydney. There w«a grave suspicion of 
oul play at the time, but tbe bodies 
were not found, and the essential proof 


f the murder being lacking, the matter 
will be allowed to drop. 
Deeming eub- 


equently went to England and married 
a woman whose murder he now con- 
eised. 
The Argus eaya Deeming makes no 
mention of his object in mutilating the 
bodies of tbo White Ohapel victims, but 
adds there IB scarcely a doubt that tbe 
man IB aOHoted with a disease similar in 
ome reBpecta to nympbomania. 
LONDON, March 26.— -The' papers pub* 
ish Deeming's confession to the Rain- 
nil and White Ohapel murdera today. 
Tbe Btory has canoed the most intenBe 
zcitement. There ta much difficulty in 
Ixlne the two White Chapel mnrdera to 
which Deeming has, confessed. 
Alto- 
;ether teu murders ate attributed to 
ack the Riper, but there as much 
loubt ae to whether the last two were 
committed by the eame hand that com* 
mitted the other eight. 
The police of Leman-atreet station do 


not placa much confidence in the confes- 
sion tbat Deeming committed tbe two 
abt crimes. They admit, however, that 
if tne confession refers to the murder of 
Alice Mackenzie, which occurred in 1880, 
and Mary Kelly, committed in 1888, it is 
possible that Deeming IB tolling tbe 
irnth. 


The police give ae a reason for osylng 


chat Deeming is not the murderer of 
Frances Oofe. is the fact that at the time 
ehe was killed Deeming was serving 
nine' months sentence at Hall for a 
jewelry theft. 


The Scotland Yard authorities have 


received no private information from 
Melbourne regarding the confession, and 
attach little importance tj Deeming'a 
statements that he killed two of tho 
White Chapel women. They say they 
believe Deeming's object in making the 
confession ia to secure a reward and be 
brought to England. This is a well- 
known trick of criminals.

What Trees 
Are 
Being 


Planted This Year. 


UB OKANGK A GREAT FAVORITE 


caches Still In tbe Lead With 


Primes Next— Excellent Crop 


Prospects. 


There is every indication that thia will 
te a very' prosperous fruit year for 
'reano county, both as regards the crop 
nd pricea. The nursery meu of this 
ity have done an excellent business In 
IB sale of treos and the increase in the 
creage in fruit this season will be con- 
iderable. 
A REPUBLICAN reporter visited 'the 
uraery men of thia.city yesterday to as- 
ertain what kind of fruit trees were 
moat in demand, auu what they thought 


f the outlook for the industry. 
George Koedinp, of the Fancher Greek 
arsery, spoke as follows : 
"Peaches, of coaree, have been more 
n demand than any other fruit, and we 
ave sold more peach .,trees than any 
;hor kind. Prunes come in as a good 
econd, thoujih our largest ealofl have 
een to people in Tulare, the soil of 
bich county seems better adapted to 
heir culture than that of Fresno. There 
: soil in this county where prunes will 
irive very well, however, and tbe de* 


mand ia greater than it was last year. 
ears, especially Bartletts, are not in ao 
rood demand this year. Tbe winter 
lellis seems to be the pear this aeason, 
nd 'the demand exceeds the supply, 
'hie, I suppose, la due to ita superior 
[ueping qualities. 
"The inquiry alter citrus f cults is very 
ood In-Jeed. Oranges are being more 
ttenaively planted every year. They 
o especially well in Bandy soil, on high 
idgee, -where the froat doesn't ^ttle. 
'he demand for lemons ia good,*' but 
here is not n. uch stock on hand. There 
s a very promising future for citrus 
rults in tbia county. 
"Nectarines of tbo new white variety 
re a favorito fruit this year aud olives 
re being more extensively planted than 
ormerly. 


"No, there has not much diseased 
tock been sent to this county. What 
id come in wan Bpeedily returned or 
eatroycd. The crop prospects? Well, 
f there he no late frost or heavy north 
rinds the fruit crops this season will be 
lie largest ever bad in this state." 
J. H. Long, of Long Brothers, was 
next seen. Mr. Long said : 
"Peaches aro greatest' in demand, as 


nBual. The demand for Bartlett peara is 
bout as good as last year. We have 


be end of the season bave sold over 9000 
reee. All our treea are from southern 
California. We keep no other stock. 
Test wo have filled a number of largo 
>rders for oranges. We sold 10(10 trees

t Is a fruit that paya well and improves 
with age. Tbe oldar the tree tho batter, 
'each and other trees bave to bo renewed 
t certain periods. I believe tbat in a 
ew years the product of our oraage 
troves will compare favorably with any 
n tbe state. As to lemons tbe demand 
a bigger than the supply. 
"French prunes are a big favorite this 
ear, Our sales have been very good. 
t Ia a paying fruit. The olive, I think, 
s the coming thing, bat it seems to me 
ne that it should not be difficult to 
verdo. The demand for fig trees has 
teen hut moderate. It was better than

"A novelty and a very good fruit IB 
be lognat, or Japanese plum.
